Charles A. Lindbergh, in a let­ 
ter to President Roosevelt, to­ 
day resigned as a reserve offi­ 
cer in the United States army 
air corps. 
The text of Col. Lindbergh's let­ 
ter follows: 
"My Dear Mr. President: 
"Your rem arks at a W hite House 
press conference April 25 involv­ 
ing my reserve commission in the 
United States army air corps have 
of course disturbed me greatly. I 
had hoped that I might exercise 
my right as an American citisen 
to place my viewpoint before the 
people of my country in time of 
peace without giving up the pri­ 
vilege of serving ray country as 
an air corps officer in the event 
of war. 
"But since you. it your capacity 
as President of the United States 
and 
commander-in-chief 
of 
the 
army, clearly have implied that I 
am no longer of use to this coun­ 
try ag a reserve officer, and in 
view of other implications that 
you. my President and my superior 
officer, have made concerning my 
loyalty to my country, my charac­ 
ter, and my motives, I can see no 
honorable alternative to tendering 
my resignation as colonel in the 
United States army air corps re­ 
serve. 
"I am. therefore, forwarding my 
resignation 
to the 
secretary of 
war. I take this action with the 
utm ost regret, for my relationship 
with the air corps is one of the 
things that has meant most to me 
in life. I place it second only t« 
my right as a citixen to speak free­ 
ly to my fellow countrymen and 
to discuss with them the issues 
of war and peace which confront 
oar nation in this crisis.

Council cannot legally take action 
on daylight saving time because 
Ohio law designates eastern stand­ 
ard time as official for the state, j 
and council is precluded by the 
a*ate code from enacting any law 
that conflicts with the state's. 
Wheeling On ‘Fast Tim e' 
Council could, however, adopt a 
(-•solution urging adoption of sum­ 
mer time, thus cryatalizing pub­ 
lic sentiment. 
Wheeling approved sum m er time 
last week, although it was opposed 
in .Martins Ferry. Bridgeport and 
other communities adjacent to the 
Panhandle shopping center. 
Conneaut. O., close to the Penn­ 
sylvania 
line, 
adopted 
“summer 
time” several years ago. 
Rep. Donald H. McLean <R) of 
New Jersey, who introduced one of 
the bills in congress, said that until 
1883 the United States didn’t have 
any time at all. Every community 
ticked along oil its own. 
Then one 
morning the railroad men got up 
to discover that they were operat­ 
ing on 77 different kinds of time. 
That was when time first caused 
• n y complications. 
In those days 
people got up at daylight, a te din­ 
ner at noon and went to bed with 
the chickens. 
But it was soon dis­ 
covered you couldn't run railroads 
that way. 
There were too many 
occasions when trains running at 
right angles arrived at the cross­ 
ing at the same moment. 
Public Followed Railroads 
The railroad men had a conven­ 
tion and before it was over they 
bad adopted 
their time for the 
United 
States. 
Since 
railroads 
were thereafter run on that time. 
non-railroad affairs began to run 
on it too. 
But it was 35 years before con­ 
gress got around to making it of­ 
ficial 
In 1918. when the gentle­ 
men assembled to change the law 
to daylight saving, they found,there 
wasn't any law. 
Ho they made one 
and put it up to the Interstate 
commerce commission to may out 
the time zones. 
If history repeats itself, there 


will be quite a scrap when the 
universal 
daylight 
saving 
time 
law reaches the floor. 
One differ­ 
ence of opinion exists between ag­ 
ricultural 
and 
industrial 
commu­ 
nities. 
The agricultural areas are 
against 
daylight 
saving 
because 
lf they rise by th at time, they can't 
work in some crops on account of 
the dew. 
Back in 191S, the house, which 
ordinarily only debates bills for 
an hour, took more than two and 
a half hours to argue the daylight 
saving law.

Norway and 
A ustralia had blazed their trail on 
the face of the clock before the 
United States decided to take time 
by the forelock and push it back 
an hour.

Ben Franklin was (he first 
to point that out when he snick­ 
ered over the fact th at people in 
France, England and the United 
States wasted money on candles 
when all they had to do was make 
use of the daylight that existed 
before they got up in the morning.

He concluded his lecture with 
I the observations: “ W e have tink­

and demand. 
Now you are tinker­ 
ing with the clocks, 
lf you keep 
up this foolishness, some fool will 
ask us to suspend the law of g r a v ­ 
ity and regulate the period of ges- 
! tat ion.” 
It Looks Like A Law 
T hat kind of argum ent will be 
heard again, but the proponents 
of universal daylight saving will 
hit an awful lick when they point 
out that Great Britain. Canada and 
the Axis powers now are operating 
on 
daylight 
saving — not 
Just 
through the sum m er—but all the 
year around . . . and are plenty 
satisfied. 
It looks like Rep. McLean, or 
Rep. Eugene J. Keogh (DI. New 
York, who introduced the second 
bill, has got himself a law. There s 
little difference between them. Mr. 
Keogh would change 
the cloi'ks 
j the last of April and run through 
October, Mr. McLean would like to 
start a month earlier. 
Both would like to catch up with 
i the daylight saving now in exist­

Pa., now a part of Philadelphia, 
occurs this month.

“Today there are savings, build­ 
ing and loan associations operat­ 
ing in nearly every county in the 
United States, nearly 3,900 of them 
joined together in a reserve credit 
network sponsored by the nation­ 
al government. 


Federal Influence 
“The depression brought the gov­ 
ernm ent into the home-financing 
picture, as an Influence to aid and 
stabilize lending institutions and 
thereby to make home ownership 
easier and more economical. The 
result was beneficial to both home 
seekers and financial institutions. 
“In 1933, first mortgage rates 
ranging from 6 to 9 percent were 
prevalent all over the country. In 
addition, in a large proportion of 
casea, there were second mortgages 
where the actual coat ran from 9 
to 12 percent, and in some cases 14 
percent. 
Builders and sellers frequently 
wrote up the selling prices 
of 
houses so that second mortgages 
represented a bonus ranging from 
20 percent to aa much as 30 per­ 
cent. The result, of course — a 
total interest rate far in excess of 
what It appeared to be. 
Tended To Reduce Ratee 
“The 5 percent rate established 
by congress for direct government 
loans by the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corp. in 1933-1936 period — later 
reduced to 4Vi percent — and the 
rates and term s of insured home 
loans have had an im portant In­ 
fluence on a marked reduction in 
interest rates. 
“A recent study of the common­ 
est interest rates a t which loans are 
being made on new moderately- 
priced homes, embracing 256 cities, 
showed that in 62 percent of these 
communities the average rate is 
no higher than 5 percent. In an­ 
other 13 percent of these cities 
the rate is no more than 6 fa per­ 
cent, and in only two is the rate 
above 6 percent.”

Fort Selden, built 75 
years ago as a perm anent cam p 
and now a place of Interest to 
sightseers, who like to explore the 
tum bled ruins, has been offered 
to the National P ark Service for 
conversion luto a national m onu­ 
m ent. 
P ostm aster H. H. Bailey of Ra­ 
dium Springs, who ow ns the his­ 
toric fort and who ha* advocated 
the site as a national m onum ent 
for several years, recalls playing 
baseball with soldiers of the old 
garrison before it was abandoned 


in 1887. 
Bailey, considered the foremost 
authority on the history of Fort 
Selden, has a letter from the arm y 
officer who recom m eneded its con­ 
struction. 
The yellowed piece of correspon­ 
dence describes the wild New Mex­ 
ico country of 1865 and vividly de­ 
scribes the present locality of the 
stockade before it was b u ilt 
Although there is tim ber In the 
region, the fort was built of the 
mud and rock that compose the 
typical southw est structure.

Many parents writs about chil­ 
dren in the family who fight and 
quarrel. What do children have to 
say about such things? 
A discussion (forum) with nearly 
a hundred groups of fourth, fifth 
and sixth grade children on the 
question of getting along with their 
brothers and sisters disclosed that 
children take these matters very 
seriously and are deeply interest­ 
ed. 
One group in Santa Ana, Calif, 
for example, after a period of 40 
minutes, begged the lecturer to run 


j over the recess period and to con- 
, tinue for 30 minutes longer. They 
brought up many problems. 
Some 
clearly are parents* problems, dif­ 
ficult to discuss safely with the 
children, especially when a child 
asks what he should do when one 
parent tells him to do something 
and the other immediately tells 
nim not to do it. 
Once the lecturer said to such a 
group of children: 
“I suppose you sometimes wish 
you had no brothers or sisters.” A 


shout of "Yes” ■ went up. 
A boy 
raised hts hand and 
said. *T i 
lucky; I have no bother or sister." 
It occurred that one might do 
more good if one asked these chil­ 
dren to tell good things about their 
brothers and sisters.

World Of Fancy 
Widens Horizon 
For Youngsters 


Realism In Literature Right 


But Youth’s Imagination 


Must Be Cultivated

For some time now there has 
been a trend toward realism for 
children—realistic 
literature, 
in­ 
formative books, books explaining 
in 
simple 
language 
the 
compli­ 
cated adult world. And I would 
heartily approve this trend if we 
hadn't tamed our backs entirely 
on the old •delightful 
fairy stor­ 
ies and fables. 
Aren’t 
we 
becoming 
a 
little 
overanxious to educate our chil­ 
dren? Aren’t we narrowing down 
their horizon 
by confining them 
to the half truth which 
lies in 
fact; to the sort of realism which 
is more unstable than dreams? 
At Least Truth 
Today every story told to chil­ 
dren must be based on 
facts— 
facte that are never jnore than 
half truths. And what few fairy 
tales are not at least that? 
A number of modern 
children 
have told me 
proudly that they 
never 
read 
fairy 
tales. 
Several 
prond manias have told me proud­ 
ly that their children bad never 
been interested in fairy stories. 
For a small child at the imagin 
alive age not to be* interested in 
fairy 
tales 
is hardly normal. 
It 
woald be apt to show rather an 
unusual 
lack 
of 
imagination 
or 
some pressure of Influence. 
The reason so many parents are 
against fairy stories is that they 
feel children should have the truth 
—a laudable idea, if you can catc h 
the Wiley lass for them. Certainly 
she has never confined herself to 
fact any more than fancy, having 
a disconcerting habit of dividing 
herself between the two. 
T3ie second reason parents ob­ 
ject to fairy tales seems to be that 
they are afraid 
so 
much 
make- 
believe will turn the child!en Into 
little escapists. 
•Cart Before Horse' 
But in this they have "the cart 
before the horse'', the effect mixed 
up with the cause. For though a 
young escapist may console him 
self with fairy tales, reading fairy 
tales 
never 
made 
an 
escapist. 
Only maladjustment and fear of 
life can do that. And 
replacing 
fact for fancy can never cure any 
such deepseated problem. 
Hut if a child has never really 
been 
interested 
in 
fairy 
tales, 
though he has bad the opportunity 
and 
has 
never 
been 
prejudiced 
against 
them, 
don't 
force 
fairy 
stories on him. 
On the other hand, most chil­ 
dren need them. At a certain age 
a child 
lives 
in 
a 
make-believe 
world anyway, and it is natural 
for him to do so. His imagina­ 
tion needs feeding. Also, we all 
need a little escape, you know— 
need it as a rest.

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Spare The Rod? 
Psychiatrist Claims 72 Whippings 
Every Year Is About Proper Dose 


IF CHILD WONT EAT THEN TRY WORK RELIEF

PROMINENT psychiatrist ifl 
Boston announces in loud and 
stentorian tones that he, for one, 
believes in the old-fashioned whip­ 
ping methods, the “spare the rod 
and spoil the child” philosophy. 
Seventy-two whippings a year is 
about the right “dose” to put a 
boy into shape, this psychiatrist 
asserts. 
And to prove his fkrint, 
he cities one case—just one—of a 
boy he had in charge, who reacted 
favorably 
to 
whippings 
applied 
regularly, with or without provo­ 
cation. 
Had Been Incorrigible 
This boy was incorrigible when 
he fell into his hands, according 
to the psychiatrist, but after sev­ 
eral years of 72 whippings a year 
—no more and no less, you under­ 
stand—the boy matured into fav­ 
orable manhood, was able to ob­ 
tain a job and hold it and is, at 
present, as far as known, a good 
citixen. 
I don’t doubt for a moment that 
there are many good citizens who 
were whipped in their youth with 
reasonable regularity, if not 72 
whippings a year, perhaps 84 or 
maybe 89. 
W hether they would have made 
equally good citizens without bene­ 
fit of lash is something that can­ 
not be proved. But this case does 
prove that whipping does not al­ 
ways break a child’s spirit, ruin 
his disposition, warp his point of 
view or make a bully of him 
There are some children whom you 
simply can’t spoil. They are too 
insensitive, perhaps. 
Often Succeeds 
It Is also true, though discon­ 
certing, that even the worst policy 
does sometimes succeed, while the 
best and most reasonable occa­ 


sionally fails. In order to keep ae 
guessing—and modest—a small per­ 
centage 
of 
grossly 
mishandled 
children do grow up to be success­ 
ful men and women, while among 
the adult failures there «,re always 
some who hare a model upbring­ 
ing. 
There are children who react fa­ 
vorably to whipping. There is an 
occasional child who can be han­ 
dled in no other way. Then there 
are a number of children who 
merely 
go 
through 
phases and 
stages in which corporal punish­ 
ment seems occasionally to be ne­ 
cessary. For the time, they are 
beyond reason; for the time they 
have become 
too insensitive to 
heed any appeal to their consid­ 
eration 
and 
understanding. 
But 
this phase, unless the child has 
been mishandled in early youth, 
seldom lasts for any length of 
time. 
Other Reactions 
Any 
intelligent 
child 
realizes 
his parent is taking an unfair ad­ 
vantage 
of 
superior 
size 
and 
strength, and in consequence de­ 
spises him. resents him—or per­ 
haps becomes terrified of him. The 
child’s spirit is crushed. He is 
humiliated, and humiliation is not 
good for anyone. 
Or else, another type of child— 
a more confident, less sensitive, 
less timid type—hits back; if not 
at the parent, at someone else. He 
learns to bully and beat others. 
It is true that there are things 
a parent can do to a child far 
more harmful than whippings—far 
more painful, more destructive. If 
you must choose between constant 
nagging, for instance, and an oc­ 
casional spanking—by all means, 
spank! But must it come to such 
a choice? 


WRONG. The nervous system of aa active child 
isn’t helped a bit by this kind of discipline. It 
may be an easy way out for the mother whose 
child won’t eat his dinner. Bvt neither the dis­ 
position nor the digestion of young son is aided 
by minutes spent sitting still on a chair in the 
corner. 


RIGHT. Far better to give a disobedient child 
so mech lag active to do. This youngster, sent oat 
to help clean up the grounds, gets a loc of fun 
out of it. He’s using his energy in e useful way. 
And incidentally he’ll be hungry for the next meal 
—which makes it a much more successful method 
than forced feeding.

Young Should Sleep V irtually All The Time 
And 12 Hours Nightly When Year Old 


Keeping Articles

THE very young baby ought to 
sleep practically all the time 
when not being fed or bathed; at 
two or three months, 19 to 20 
hours; at six months he should 
sleep about 
12 hours at night 
with only one regular interrup­ 
tion at night for feeding. 
He should also have, both morn­ 
ing and afternoon, a nap about 
two hours each 
period. 
These 
naps, 
which may grow shorter, 
should continue at the age of a 
>ear. with a 12-hour period 
at 
night. 
Later, the morning 
nap may 
grow shorter and shorter when it 
finally will be abandoned at the 
age of 2 or so. Thereafter, until 
school 
interrupts, the afternoon 
nap is very essential. 
Nothing so essential 
to good 
sleep habits as strict regularity.

FOR SWEEPER FRIGHT 


Baby Can Be Induced Slowly 
To Overcome This Fear 


A baby who develops what has 
been called “an awful fright” at 
the noise of the carpet sweeper 
needs 
gradual 
conditioning 
to 
show that the device means no 
harm. 
Be sure someone Is with this 
little child while the sweeper Is 
operating, 
and 
keep 
him 
far 
enough away. Then he will feel 
pretty safe. 
When it is not in use. pat it 
near where he plays most of the 
time so he will learn to be com­ 
fortable with it when it Is still. 
He might even be induced to 
touch it. or push it or to push the 
button which operates it, while It 
is not connected. 
Next time It is turned on, be 
sure the baby is at a comfortable 
distance. Gradually, 
during sev­ 
eral more days, he might he in­ 
duced to come closer and closer 
to i t And the time will arrive 
when he stops and starts the 
thing. 
Then the problem Is practically 
solved. Bat be patient. It some­ 
times takes weeks and months 
and even years for a child to 
rise above a fear that began in 
the twinkling of an eye. 


entirely upset them. A separate 
bed is important. There should 
be enough cotton pads and blan­ 
kets so these articles need never 
be left wet after the baby's cloth­ 
ing has been changed. 
The temperature of the sleeping 
room should not be over 60 de­ 
grees. but well ventilated without 
draughts. The windows should be 
open all night, preferably with a 
canvas 
screen. 
Though 
there 
should be no disturbing noises, 
the infant will easily adapt him­ 
self to the usual home noises. 
After several weeks, sleep out- 
of-doors may be desirable. Some 
recommend that the baby should 
not he out in tem perature much 
below 40 degrees. 
In a crowded city, a well venti­ 
lated room may be better. If you 
have 
followed 
such 
a program 
strictly and yoiy baby does not 
go to sleep read fly, or sleeps rest­ 
lessly, consult your physician. 
Be sure you do not allow your­ 
self to train your baby to com­ 
mand you to take him up. to take 
him into bed with you. to lie down 
with bim or beside him, to feed 
him off schedule, and the like. 
Most sleep problems in young 
children grow out of the human 
frailties of their parents—easy to 
say. hard to correct in ourselves 
and just as hard for others whom 
wo advise, to correct.

When baby was at the age when 
everything that shone, or opened, 
or was highly-colored, tempted be­ 
yond endurance, there was hardly 
an hour daring the day that moth­ 
er was not obliged to interfere 
with baby’s plans. 
This did not add to mother’s 
popularity, or to the peace and 
serenity of home. In fact, it be­ 
came 
very 
tiresome 
for 
both 
mother and baby, and wore con­ 
siderably on both their tempers. 
For the time being, it did not in­ 
crease affection on either side. 
Of course, ^ mother would 
get 
over this feeling. But would baby? 
Might not mother become estab­ 
lished in his mind as the enemy, 
the opposition, the obstacle be­ 
tween himself and all be might 
desire? 
Must Protect Him 
But what can you do? Mothers 
generally don't frustrate their off­ 
spring just for the fun of it. to be 
mean, or to prove their authority. 
They rob the infant in order to 
protect him; 
so that he^wxm’t 
swallow the thing and choke; so 
that he won’t cut himself and 
perhaps bleed to death, etc. 
Then, of course, there are occa­ 
sions when mother must protect 
herself—when baby wants to pull 
all the petals off ail the flowers 
and scatter them all over the 
room;

smash a favorite ornament, or 
wants to put mother’s gold watch 
to the test by banging it against 
the table. 
Mother has some rights, and a 
right to protect them.

Not Best WayTo 
Develop Honesty 


Relationship Might Be Built 


To Make Child Want To 


Do Right Thing 


In the child of 3 or 16 you can't 
prevent deception and promote in­ 
tegrity and cooperation by holding 
court and playing prosecuting at­ 
torney. 
Keep your eyes open and protect 
your child from temptations he 
cannot withstand, but don’t be a 
detective. Don't put your child on 
the witness stand forcing him to 
testify against himself, when you 
suspect that he has erred. 
Like most other conscientious 
parents, those In the following in­ 
stance have made their little child 
grow more dishonest and deceptive 
while they were trying their best 
to lead him to be honest and truth­ 
ful. 
Lesson Of Deceit 
Parents want the child to learn 
early that deceit doesn’t pay and 
that it brings unhappiness to the j 
deceiver, and they don’t get far lf} 
they center their attention on catch­ 
ing and punishing him when be 
lies. 
This will only make him worse. 
If a mother compels her child to 
confess one time, she has prepared I 
him to lie more skillfully and steal 
more successfully the next. 
“Our 5-year-old boy has been tak­ 
ing m oney out of bis Dad’s trous­ 
ers. When he is caught he declares 
persistently that he found it. or 
that baby took it and he took it 
away from her to give to Dad. 
Yesterday I left him alone in 
the house for about ten minutes. 
When I came back he had taken 
two eggs out of the refrigerator 
and broken them against the house 
outside. . . . 
Egg Breaking Cited 
'Today I asked him if he had 
broken the eggs and opened the re­ 
frigerator. He admitted reluctantly 
that he had. When I came in yes­ 
terday I saw the fresh eggs run­ 
ning down the house and asked 
where they had come from. He told 
me some boys came by and threw 
them there. . . .** 
Parents need to build up a rela­ 
tionship with a child when will 
make him want to do right. Then 
he will have pride in doing right 
because he feels jrorthy and loved. 
Therefore, I agrised the mother, 
who wrote the above, not to hold 
court with her child. 
Prevent Temptation 
She should put emphasis on keep­ 
ing him from temptations to de­ 
ceive and on building up his good 
traits and showing him more ap­ 
proval, love and affection when he 
has a baby sister who. he might 
suppose, is loved more than be is. 
Dad, of course, should do likewise.

And now to change the subject 
(which one should never do in an 
article I to exercise.

What better time or 
circumstances could there be for his 
majesty to take his daily doxen 
than during his sunbath, when no 
diaper hampers his movements? 
Let it. however, be a daily dosen 
of hie own choosing. 
Unless the

•‘Dear Miss Grenelee: 
‘‘You advocate children not bein* 
forced to eat. But supposing their 
taste is so narrow that they end 
in living on an unbalanced diet? 
"With my children it isn't that 
they won't eat. The trouble is that 
they eat the wrong things, or at 
least not always enough of the 
vitamin 
foods, 
vegetables 
and 
salads. 
T h e y stuff on chocolate 
. cake whenever they get a chance, 
eat ice cream, of course, and tur­ 
key and roast beef. Bat when we 
have anything lest exciting, they 
Just pick at their plates, saving up 
their appetites for something they 
like better. 
"If father or I nag or insist that 
they finish what is on their plates 
before leaving the table, you know 
what happens. Everything is gulped 
down, or eaten cold, with plenty of 
resentment for sauce. That meth­ 
od, as yon have often said iu your 
column, is not particularly con­ 
ducive to good digestion.. 
Nothing Constructive 
"On the other hand. I can’t see 
that this leaving the m atter rest 
brings about any constructive re­ 
form. At least, leaving my children 
go hungry doesn't seem to teach 
them much. They don't seem to 
mind at all. Or perhaps they don’t 
really go hungry. 
"Yon know how children are— 
they always manage to pick ap 
something. If their own ice box is 
too well guarded, th e re s always 
the ice box or cupboard of a 
friend. If not chocolate cake, at 
least cookies. 
"I try to market to suit their 
taste aa well as health, but we 
can’t ha va peas every dsy (the 
only green vegetable the children 
like), * and the whole thing gets 
frankly monotonous as well as un­ 
balanced. Is there no way I can 
broaden the children’s taste and 
reconcile them to a greater variety 
•f dishes?

I know of one family who seems 
to have solved this very same 
problem (I was faced with it for 
years myself) very cleverly, con­ 
clusively and with a general Bioral 
attached. 
Good With Bad 
For every unpopular dish served 
the children, a compensating treat 
is provided. With fish chowder, 
which the children dislike, bran 
muffins, one of their favorite foods, 
are passed around. 
And on ice cream days the chil­ 
dren have learned that they must 
first do away with a lot of spin­ 
ach. This law of compensation, a 
little bit of good with every bad, 
some bad with every good, is made 
a consistent rule of the boose. 
And the children have reconciled 
themselves perfectly to It. 
In this way not only Is a bal­ 
anced diet adhered to, bot an im­ 
portant moral lesson assimilated. 
The good must be paid for, while 
in the bad some compensation is 
to be found.

In bringing up chil 
dren, m others must rem em ber that, 
while it is essential to be loving 
and tender, it is no less essentia! 
to be wise and firm .”

IN A RECENT lecture on “Chil­ 
dren's Fears-’, Dr. A rthur T. Jer- 
slid spoke of an interesting experi­ 
ment conducted by one of hie as­ 
sociates. a Mrs. Holmes, dealing 
with perhaps the commonest of 
children's fears—fear of the dark; 
especially of the strange dark, a 
darkened unknown, or only partial­ 
ly known, area, such as the neigh­ 
bor's cellar. 
“Of 20. children who were asked 
to retrieve a ball that had rolled 
toto an unfam iliar dark room, 14 
drew back and showed signs of 
fear at the start.” was the report. 
Gained Child’s Confidence 
Mrs. Holmes, after gaining the 
children's 
confidence, 
perenaded 
them to accompany her into the 
dark room to turn on the light. 
When the children them selves had 
tried turning the light on and off 
to quick succession, their confi­ 
dence mounted, and 
they 
were 
ready, accompanied by Mrs. Holmee, 
to explore the room, not only with 
the light on but with the light off. 
On the threshold of the dark­ 
ened room again. Mrs. Holmes once 
m ore’let the hall roll over the sill 
to a snort distance from the door­ 
way. 
One after the other, the children 
dared and did—13 out of the 14 
who had at lirst refused. 
The 14th child eventually got to 
the point where he would reach 
the light, turn it on, then run out 
again. He remained too nervous to 
stay alone until he found the bail. 
And there is always this one es 
eessively 
timid 
child 
in 
every 
group, or so it seems. Such a child's 
whole nature is dominated by fear. 
Children are not bom timid. Tim 
id tty cannot be Inherited. A re­ 
ceptive, 
highly-developed 
nervous 


a child can easily and quickly be­ 
come excessively timid, eepecially 
if nurse or parent, in order to im­ 
pel obedience, plays on his fears, 
threatens him with 
bogey 
man, 
witch, gnome or the dark. 
Better To Chastise 
If that is the only way a child 
can be controlled, my recom menda­ 
tion is to chastise him and have 
done with it. It probably will do 
bim less perm anent harm. 
Another cause of excessive tim ­ 
idity in children is the one I have 
given so often before—an anxious 
parent. 
One 
who 
cautions too 
much, reminds a child that danger 
is everywhere, and that he, the 
parent, is terrified half the time. 
A child may become excessively 
timid, too. 
because 
of 
physical 
weakness and consciousness of the 
handicap.* 
A feeling of insecurity in the af­ 
fections of his parents; that they 
are not proud or confident of him; 
that brother or sister is better 
loved and more adm ired—any such 
feeling will often destroy a child's 
self-confidence, and so cause him 
to he timid.

Sympathy Helps 
To Curb Child’s 
Fears Of Dentist 


Toy Or Gift May Be Used To 


Reward Youngster For 
Silence In Chair 


Many children live in mortal 
dread of the dentist. Some older 
children and adolescents can hard* 
ly be driven to his office, and are 
tortured by their parents who force 
them to go. Other children go with 
fear and trembling. 
Children who from Infancy hare 
the proper food and who, from the 
time they are very young, visit the 
dentist every four or six months, 
rarely or never have occasion for 
fears about the matter. 
Perhaps when we know enough 
about foods and have character 
enough to utilize such knowledge, 
we will have little need of a dentist 
for filling cavities or extracting 
teeth. 
Care Seen Necessary 
It Is Bafe to assume, however, 
that the infant eventually will need 
dental care. Pick out now a dentist 
who will care for his teeth. Choose 
one who has sympathy for children 
and understanding of them, and 
expect to pay him reasonably for 
his time. This dentist will advise 
you on the care of your baby's 
teeth and will fill the smallest car­ 
ity In the temporary set as soon as 
he discovers it. Pain then will prac­ 
tically be ruled out and the perma­ 
nent set of teeth will hare been 
properly prepared for. 
As you go with your tot the first 
tim# to the dentist—when the child 
is 2 or younger—let him first get 
acquainted with the dentist, who 
will show this child his tools, hare 
him sit in the chair, scratch gently 
about this child’s teeth, just for 
gradual adjustment. 
As soon as possible, leave the 
youngster alone with the dentist 
and, go shopping. When the first 
cavity must be filled, be out of 
tight and hearing of the child. Go 
away and in due time return with 
a toy for the tot. 
Don’t Promise Toys 
Don't promise the toy -if you 
don't cry.” Promise and deliver it 
whether he cries or not. Silently 
assume, however, that he will not 
cry. 
Say nothing about crying. Mere­ 
ly leave him in the dentist*! office 
in a cool and quiet manner. The 
purpose of the toy is to prepare 
him for cooperation in the future. 
He will be less likely to cry as be 
looks forward to this toy. 
A certain lad before the age of 
i used to beg to go to the dentist 
so he could “have another toy,” 
and the toys provided him were 
relatively inexpensive. 
He and his brother and sister, 
soon after entering school, began 
making their own dental appoint­ 
ments and have done so since then.

the mother what to feed the child 
and how much; th at they alco 
need to show this mother how to 
cultivate an appetite in the child 
for this food, how to lead the 
child to want to eat IL 
Then fewer doctors would give 
i such advice as the mother in the 
letter below says was given her. 
Forcing Food On Child 
-Dear Dr. Myers: I am at my 
wit’s end as to what to do about 
getting my baby to eat. She la 
eleven months old. . . . The doctor 
told me to force her to eat. When 
I did she became iii; he said not 
to pay any attention to her sick­ 
ness, just to go ahead feeding 
ber. 
-This morning I did just that. 
and wben it was time for ber to 
eat lunch she refused. She didn’t 
become ill, but she wouldn't swal­ 
low the spinach or beets. 
She 
would 
push 
them 
out of 
her 
mouth just as fast as I would put 
them in. And she was crying and 
getting npset and so was L I just 
had to stop feeding her because I 
was almost hysterical.” 
Although it is true that a very 
slight amount of resistance to a 
new food might be overcome by 
pushing a tiny bit of it into the 
baby’s mouth, by gradual adapta­ 
tion: yet if this child's resistance , 
increases instead of diminishing ' 
this food grows more repellant 
and the child’s resistance to all 
I food may increase. 
Child Made Unhappy 
The trouble is the mother ex-1 
p eds the baby to eat what she 
offers and all of It right away. 
She la' told what she should have 
and how much. Then lf the child 
doesn t choose to eat it she pro­ 
ceeds to force ft into him. 
Moreover, 
her 
unhappy 
emo­ 
tions increase all the while and 
in turn increase the child’s re­ 
sistance and decrease bis appe­ 
tite. If she is to succeed she will 
not bother about bow much the 
child eats today nor about hts 
weight now. She will think only 
in terms of cultivating gradually 
his appetite so he will be eating 
well and weigh enough a month 
or two lienee.

Baby Exercises Vocabulary With Number 
Of Words At Command Depending On Age

A number of vocabularies of young children have been published, 
each word being recorded when first heard or at various Intervals. 
Dr. Arnold Gee el I of Yale university studied 59 babies 12 months old 
and SO more 18 months old. He says: 
“The median 12-mouth-old child not only can say dada and mama. 
or its equivalent, but has m astered* 
at least three or four distinguish­ 
able words which he articulates 
with much precision.” 
The other words most popular 
were bye-bye and baby. 
At I t 
months, by-bye, ta te, hello and 
how’do were most frequent. 
A 
study by M. E. Smith at the Uni­ 
versity of Iowa concludes that the 
words used most frequently up 
to and at the sixth year are: I, is, 
It, you, that, do. a, this, not, the. 
Here’s Chart 
klany children have not begun 
to talk at one year and some have 
not at 18 months. Of the children 
studied the average vocabularies 
are as follows: 
At I year, 7 words. 
At 18 months, 71 words. 
At 2 years, 328 words. 
At 2| years. 690 words. 
At 3 years, 896 words. 
At 3| years, 1,222 words. 
At 4 years, 1,540 words. 
At 4| years, 1.870 words. 
At 5 years, 2,070 words. 
At 5| years, 2.289 words. 
At 6 years, 2,562 words. 
Since emotional expression is a 
large factor in the development of 
speech, words of exclamation are 
among the first. Nouns and verbs 
Bank high In the first few years 


and adjectives develop earlier, aa 
a nile, than adverbs. 
Piaget, after careful and exten­ 
sive observation of children from 
4 to 8, concludes that the child 
tend* to talk a great deal m if he 
were carrying on a monologue 
while with other children, rather 
than with the purpose of com­ 
municating what he has to say to 
other children, and that the so­ 
cial phase cf speech develops rela­ 
tively late — more evidence that 
speech 
is principally 
emotional 
matter and a means of self-expres­ 
sion. 
W ants Attention 
On the other hand, the child, 
even at 3 or 4, while mingling with 
us parents, does talk to a s and ta 
often very much annoyed when we 
do not look at him then and listen 
courteously and attentively. More­ 
over, children learn to carry on 
conversations 
with 
one another 
even before entering school. 
Language becomes a social mat­ 
ter in proportion and social growth 
of social Interests and social con­ 
tacts among those of the same age 
and in proportion, furthermore, as 
older persons understand sympa­ 
thetically the child from his ear­ 
liest years.

A.—When It is from six to nine 
■sooths of age. Order and tim* 
of appearance for average baby 
are generally as follows: centre]

months: 
lateral 
(side) 
incisors, 
eight to ten months; first molars 
(hack), IS to 14 months; canines 
and cuspids, I t to 24 months; sec­ 
ond molars, two to four years. 
Q.—When should baby go to 
the dentist? 
A.—From about the age of I. 
Let the child first get acquainted 
with the dentist to give the latter 
a chance to win the youngster's 
confidence. The better the care of 
the baby teeth, the better 
the 
chances for the permanent teeth. 
Q.—What is a good way to pre­ 
vent thumb-sucking in the infant? 
A.—Have very long sleeves on 
his nightie which can enclose the 
hands by a drawstring. Calmly 
slowly 
remove 
the 
offending 
thumb when baby is awake. Never 
Jerk it out. scold or punish him. 
Check with your doctor on proper 
quality and 
quantity 
of 
baby's 
food. Provide an atmosphere of 
serenity. 
Q.—Why is a pacifier had? 
A.—It can’t be kept clean. Suck­ 
ing on it 
increases aaliva and 
may reduce appetite. It also may 
spoil the shape of baby’s mouth. 
With it the baby may swallow air 
and get stomach ache. A teething 
ring is better. 
Q —Of what value is a teething 
ring? 
A.—It helps the teething proc­ 
ess. Hard rubber ones are good. 
Soft 
objects 
which 
encourage 
sucking are harmful rather than 
helpful. A good idea also in to let 
the baby chew on the baked crusts 
of dark bread, on bard crackers 
or a cooked chicken bone with no 
meat on it and no loose parts. 
Q —When should the baby be­ 
gin to eat with the family? 
A.—Most experts 
advise 
that 
the baby eat away from the fam­ 
ily till the age of 5 or S, some as 
late aa S or 9. They seem to be 
thinking 
only 
of 
good 
eating 
habits in the child, and not of 
the family unity and the child’s 
best education. 
As early as the age of 2 or I 
the child can learn much by eat­ 
ing with 
the 
family. 
Let 
the 
adults conduct themselves prop­ 
erly toward the child. Let the 
child 
have a comfortable back 
and foot rest and be allowed to 
get down when tired.

duties. 
In case yon go arith him to spend 
some time with the grandparents, 
see that he does some regular Jobs 
there sad is helpful to his hosts. 
If you leave him with the grand­ 
parents sad later discover that he 
is not a reasonably good helper 
there, bring him home. Don’t let 
him be a pestering parasite. 
Opportunity Te Learn 
The farm is a good place for a 
boy or girl, eight to 14. to learn to 
work and take responsibility, even 
to learn to do away things he 
doesn’t like to do.

I even recom­ 
mend spanking for this purpose. 
I have also tried to show how 
very seldom physical pain is neces­ 
sary and how it can be abandoned 
in the very early years. Just as 
soon as 
the 
toddler 
will 
stay 
w here he Is put for an allotted 
period, without being held or tied 
there, you can. and undoubtedly 
should, cease to spank him. 
A very effective substitute Is for 
him to have to sit for a definite 
period as m easured by the clock 
(and always as so determ ined, and 
not "till I tell you to get down”) 
in a comfortable chair with a foot 
rest. 
Spank Immediately 
For a spank to be effective It 
should 
follow the forbidden

Don't Tem pt Child 
The m other was advised not to 
tem pt the baby by leaving him ex­ 
posed to the ice box when be could 
open it without im mediate discom­ 
fort; but to be with him always 
when he was near the ice box so 
that he would learn so well to 
avoid it that by and by he would 
avoid it autom atically, even IX she 
were to be away. 
Accordingly she woujd take the 
child with her on leaving the kitch­ 
en until such time as the habit of 
avoidance 
bad 
been 
established 
without any doubt. 
Notice too th at I have never ad­ 
vised spanking or any other pun­ 
ishm ent to get the child to do what 
you want him to do. Pain pre­ 
vents. 
Make pleasant 
what you 
want the little child to do, pain­ 
ful only what you w ant him never 
to do. Therefore rule out punish­ 
ment in relation with eating and 
sleeping habits.
